111K SKKMOX. 


Ttic sermon was by Kev. Dr. Vosburgh, pastor 


of the Baptist church. Our space forbids more 
than a mention of some of the prominent Ideas 
ol the discourse. The text was Epheslani 5: 20 
"Our American Thanksgiving day Is ot Yankee 
parentage. It was born in the little company 
that came over In the May Flower. For many 
years it was confined almost exclusively to the 
Eastern states, but gradually it worked its way 
South until now It has for more than two decades 
been National. There are two ideas that in- 
spired this day and which are inseparably linked 
with it. First, there is tlie idea of God; not 
simply as the woild builder,but as the preserver 
and director of the affairs of men, not a God 
who made the universe, and then locked himself 
out. 
But a God who, having made tlie world, 


guides and directs it. Had Thanksgiving day 
been bom in a Southern country, where the soil 
pruduced bountifully for the necessities of life 
with little or no ellort on man's part, the infldel 
would have been quick to t,ay that tills idea of 
thanksgiving grow out of man's environment'!; 
he received blessings for which he put forth no 
effort, and s» ascribed tlie bounty to God. But 
It was born iuiild tho wintry blasts of New Ku- 
gland, TV here frost, and snow, anil ice hold the 
earth in the grip ot death for six months in thu 
year; wliere the sterile soil yields its meagre 
harvests only after the most indefatigable Indus- 
try on tho part of man. These people, too, who 
gave It birtli, were not dreamers; on the one 
side the Yankee was a Greek—in his philosophy 
much of his religious lift' was after the pattern 
of tlie old Hebrew. He was the most maivelous 
compound ot the philosophical and the pi.icti- 
ial the world has ever witnesied. His morals 
were as pure as hie theology was btern, and his 
hand was ai practical as his liead was specula- 
tive. He believed as firmly in human industry 
as he did In the "decrees." He believed that a 
man should bo scivo God that he might have a 
niMisiou in heaven. But he also believed that a 
man ought to live m a mansion In this world if 
possible—aud the Yankee usually made it possi- 
ble. 
It was this people of grit and grip, this 


people who used aud developed the whole man, 
from muscle to will power, who in the depths of 
their souls felt that If man's efforts were imblest 
of (lod, all would come to naught. Behind the 
year's bounty stood God, the giver of all. 


This day was also a family day. Not only did 


Elder lirewster preach, but the ruler went forth 
In search of game and all that would tempt the 
appetite. Having cast aside the festivals of the 
Itonutn churi-h chcy Instituted this religious and 
social festival of the hearthstone. We should 
make It a (lay of religious cheer and gladness; a 
day of the home and the heart; a day of sweet 
nicmm ies and of sweeter hopes. True, soi rows 
have come to us, it lias not been all sunshine, 
love has been drowned In tears, and hopes have 
blossomed but to die. There is no household so 
laige as tlie household of the sorrowing. Yet 
even the mist of tears when touched by the love 
of Uocl Is transformed into rainbows of pioini.se, 
assui ing us of the tearless life of love in heaven. 


]>r. Vosburgh's subject was "Five Reasons for 


Thankfulness," and each of the following points 
he unfolded at length: (1) Oui country. We 
have the best country in the world, and tlie 
whole world bears testimony to It by coming to 
our hhoi-cs by thousands and millions. Every 
man in tills country has the opportunity of rising 
iftliuie is ,my rise in him. (2) The American 
iiimily. Snowbanks and frosts are essential to 
the development of family life. Family life in 
America averages better than in any other coun- 
try. 
A republic can stand only when founded 


on homes of purity and piety. (3) The spread of 
manhood in America. Men are broader than 
they once v\eie, They hold no les-s firmly to 
their convictions than they once did, but they 
are more tolerant ot those who differ from them. 
Sectional and denominational bitterness is 
dying out. It Is an era of good feeling. This 
spirit is indispensable to the perpetuity of tlie 
lepublic. (5) The growth of Christianity. Chris- 
tianity has never spread so rapidly as at pres- 
ent. Iniklels are noisy but they are not many. 
Thousand and tens of thousands aie professing 
Christ, and uniting with evangelical churches 
every month of the year. The whole world will 
yet be at the feet of Christ. The sneaker closed 
with a warm appeal to remember that all our 
blessings come from God, and to look to Him In 
true tli.iiiktiiliiebH.

A SOUTHERN CEMETERY THAT IS 160 


YEARS OLD.j 


A Walk In a Now Orleans Burial Place. 


The Besting Places of Governor Claiborne 
and Myra 
Clark 
Games—A 
Modest 


Tomb.

OTHING, perhaps 
is more striking in 
the cities and 
towns of the gun 
coast, to northern 
visitors, than tbo 
cemeteries. The 
dead aro laid away 
in t o m b s built 
above ground. 


Water is often found so near the surface that 
graves of oven shallow depth (J.I up at once, 
and there is an aversion to putting the newly 
dead down into tho wet earth. Time dulls 
the edge of grief, however, and as tho grim 
monarch culls for inoro room tho old must 
givo way to tho new. There is no formality 
now, no prayei-s and no tears; only a matter 
of fact job for tbo sexton, who opens tho 
vault, nikes out tho bones, and makes such 
disposition of thorn as he may, and the ro- 
coptoclo is ready for the next occupant. 


While out walking tho other day in tho old 


part of tho town, we noticed down tho street 
several monuments towering high above a 
stono wtill. 
Strolling that way we noon 


reached tho corner of Conti and Basin 
streets, and stood ut tho entrance of the old- 
est cemetery iu the city. On each side of the 
gateway were the offices. 
A boy sat tilted 


back in u chair by tho open gate, and in ro- 
ply to our question bade us enter, and, fol- 
lowing us in, volunteered to show us the 
sights. Thero was no wagon road, tho tombs 
and vaults wero too thick, tho foot paths 
everywhere barely wide enough to allow the 
passage of tho bier and its bearers. The 
walks wore very irregular, and there were 
but few trees; there was no room for trees, 
room only for tho drad. 
When the first 


burial was iiindo New Orleans was known as 
Bionvillo, and that was 100 years ago. 
Every 


day for more than a century mourners have 
passed in and loft thuir dead, and still they 
come daily, indeed, almost hourly. 


The very t;cnemtions of tlie dead 
Arc s\vcpt away, and t-uinb inherits tomb, 


llow trtio these words of Byron, for hero 


tomhs nro literally built upon tombs, nnd 
mixed with the tiny shells in the walks must 
havo been tho dust of men. "Where is bo who 
said that all of the continents were not largo 
enough to hold tbo dead of tho world's post? 
Why, hero iu four acres wero moro than 
fiO,(WO. Thero aro no green swards nor flower 
beds, nothing under foot except shells, but up 
over the tombs flowering vines and ivy cling, 
and under tho closo growing loaves the birds 
build their nests upon tho masonry. The 
winged inhabitants of tho air that fly in 
terror from tho homes of the living are fear- 
less hero among tho abodes of tho dead. All 
is silent but for the call of birds within the 


Around the Claiborne tomb wire other indi- 
vidual vaults, containing members of his 
family. Near by th« Claiborne plot was tho 
tomb of the distinguished claimant, Mrs. 
Myra Clark Gaines. Her long contest to se- 
cure a parcel of land upon which the most 
valuable part of the city was built is history. 
She failed to get the acres, but secured what 
most people get at the end—six feet of 
ground. No monument nor marble shaft 
marks her resting place. Her tomb is a 
modest, quiet one—the kind a tired woman 
wants after a long, bitter struggle and 
failure. It was about three feet high, a mar- 
ble slab-on top with the inscription, and with 
the exception of the marble top the whole 
structure seemed to be solid, made either of 
artificial stone or cement over brick.

walls; outsiilo is tho hum of the living city, 
llero auil there in front ot the mnrblo, rising 
tier above tier, kut'ol dark garlied women, 
with lieuils bowed iu grief and prayer. 
Flowers iu va.ses and immortelles and crosses 
hanging ou projecting hooks testify the lovo 
of friends. 
Theso skeleton wreaths of wire 


strung beads, jet Mark or stnrky white, 
seem too nioohanienl nnd grotesque to ex- 
:>resb tho deep griel' of sorrowing hearts, but 
it's tho fashion perhaps, and what ap- 
icars mutely loving to tho mourner is 
discord to tlie unaccustomed eye. 
There are 


somo flno specimens of sepulchral architect- 
ure, marblo and fomented dwellings, rising 
from two to five or six stories or tiers in 
height, turreteil, gothic or domed, but in the 
inuin tho habitations aro ol: tho plainest sort, 
reminding ono of tho crowded tenement 
douses of tho living eity. For ostentation 
and display, tho iiowor cemeteries over in the 
direction of Lako Poutehartrain must be vis- 
ited, where money has made veritnole pal- 
aeey, nnd uvouues lined with superb trees, 
fi-om which tho spectral moss swings to and 
fru without rustic or sound, expressive of 
sorrow after tho subsidence of sobs and tears. 
The new cemeteries ore ns brilliant as this 
ono is somber. 


Jinny of tho tombs nro in truth only board- 


ing houses, belonging to churches or benevo- 
lent societies, somo largo enough to hold a 
hundred or more. V/heii full and room is 
mailed for the later ilcail tho oldest recepta- 
cle is openul, tho remains taken out and 
dumped into what tlio boy called tho "col- 
lar," a vacant space loft iu tho center of the 
structure for this very purpose. Quo ven- 
erable old pile pointed out by our youthful 
guido had it.s crtlnr full from bottom to top, 
with skull; ni:d l,oi.cs thrown in indiscrimi- 
nately.

THE MORMONS. 


Shall They De Allowed a State Govern- 


mcnt in Utah? 


[Special Correspondence.] 


SALT LAKE CITY, Nov. 22.—Tho Mormons 


have done the United States tho high honor 
of proposing a treaty, or, rather, a bargain. 
Put in plain English, this is their, proposition: 
"Wo havo been violating the anti-polygamy 
law of 1S(J2 for twenty-five years becauso wo 
bclievo tho Almighty commanded us to tako 
extra wives, and the government for a long 
time made no serious opposition; butnow tho 
government is putting our best men ill tho 
penitentiary; therefore, i£ the United Btatcs 
ooni;: ess will admit Utah as a stato, wo will 
disobey the law of God as we understand it 
and abolish polygamy, putting a prohibitory 
clause iu our state constitution. In other 
words, dearly beloved, we will 'bo good' if 
you will be kind and let us havo our own way 
in all other matters." It Is definitely pro- 
posed that a great government shall stoop 
from its dignity and make a bargain with 
men who begin with an acknowledgment that 
they have violated the law heretofore. The 
proposition that the Mormons shall abolish 
polygamy first nnd ask for statehood after- 
ward is repudiated with scorn. 


It is scarcely necessary to point out the ob- 


vious fact that the state of Utah, onco in the 
Union, could alter its constitution at will, or 
its legislature ignore the anti polygamy clause. 
The proposition gives us the right to examine 
Mormon history to determine whether they 
are sincere. By their own account thoy be- 
gan the practice of polgamy in Nauvoo, Il- 
linois, in 1843, pursuant to a revelation given 
on the 12th of July of that year, and about the 
same time they commenced denying the prac- 
tice and denouncing it in their publications. 
On the 1st of February, 1844, the hoads of 
the church published in The Times anil Sea- 
sons, church organ at Nauvoo, an official de- 
nunciation of polgamy. On the IBUi of 
March following, a still stronger denial was 
published. In July, 1845, a specific denial 
was issued in The Millennial Star, the M 
mon paper in Liverpool, England. In May, 
1848, the same organ repeated the denial. In 
the meantime the Mormons had been diiven 
from Nauvoo; Col. 
(since Gen.) Thomas 


L. Kane, brother of the arctic explorer, trav- 
eled with them in Iowa, nnd was tho guest oi 
Brigham Young, who solemnly assured him 
that the charge of polygamy was a Vila 
slander. Col. Kane certified this to the 
government and American people; Prcsidenl 
Fillmore accepted his testimony as correct 
and appointed Brigham Young governor ol 
Utah. In July, 1850, Elder John Taylor 
since president of the Mormon church, offi- 
cially denied and denounced polygamy in 
Franco. About tho same time the Mormon 
elders revised and published the "Doctrine 
and Covenants"—thuir official discipline—in 
which they inserted a clause denouncing anc 
forbidding plurality of wives. Al] the mis- 
sionaries were instructed to deny the doc 
trine and practice, and did so in Englanc 
with the most solemn oaths. For nine years 
—1843 to 185S—these official denials con 
tinuod. The Mormons now freely admit tha' 
they told and published these falsehoods to 
deceive the American people and secure ful 
control of the territory, and that a perse- 
cuted people is Justified in lying to deceive 
the Gtntilas. 
How can we believe theii 


present promises? But polygamy is only one 
reason, and not tho greatest, against admit- 
ting Utah; tho real evil, the distinctively un 
American evil, is the. theocracy which con 
trols the territory. Tho Mormons have de- 
clared .a thousand times that they do no 
want and will not have an American de- 
mocracy; they want "the kingdom of God 
administered by his prophets, priests anc 
apostles." And a theocratic despotism is one 
of the things tho American people are deter 
mined not to have set up anywhere iu this 
nation.
